
























































THE METEOROLOGICAL OFFICE 


During the first two days of the month a 
low-pressure system to the south-west of the 
British Isles moved north-eastwards to the 
North Sea. By the 3rd, a ridge from the 

Azores anticyclone was affecting southern 
districts and pressure continued to build 

over the United Kingdom, remaining generally 
high until the 13th: weakening fronts mainly 
affected northern districts, but occasionally 
crossed all areas. On the 14th a cold front 
oved into western districts and this was 
ollowed by a complex low-pressure system, 
which moved away south-eastwards by the 18th. 
A ridge from an anticyclone over Scandinavia 
then extended south-westwards over the British 
Isles, the centre gradually drifting south- 
wards between the 22nd and 27th. Pressure 
remained low in mid Atlantic, with fronts 
affecting only western and northern districts. 
During the last two days of the month the 
high pressure over Europe declined and cold 
fronts crossed the United Kingdom from the 
West. 


Weather 


The month began with unsettled weather and 
although much of England and Wales soon 
became drier, disturbed conditions continued 
in northern and western districts, where 
gales and strong winds occurred until the 

6th. The weather everywhere then became 
changeable until the 18th, with rain, showers 
or thunderstorms at times, but there were 
also sunny days. The second and third weeks 
were generally cooler and it was cold in 

many areas between the 10th and 1 3th. After 
the 18th, eastern districts were mainly dry, 
but there was rain at times in the west and 
north, with gales on exposed coasts. From 
mid month onwards fog often developed, 
particularly in the eastern half of England. 
Some places had long sunny periods and 
during the last week warm days also, but less 
settled weather returned by the 30th. 


Wind 


Winds were frequently fresh or strong in 
northern and western districts of Great 
Britain, and gales, which were sometimes 
severe, occurred along exposed coasts. 
Directions were mainly westerly during the 
first week, when most stations recorded 
their highest gusts for the month. On the 
2nd the wind gusted to 84 kt at the high- - 
level station at Snaefell (Isle of Man), 

and on the 5th Lerwick (Shetland) and Cairn- 
gorm in the Grampians recorded gusts of 68 
and 74 kt respectively. Although winds were 
north-easterly at times, directions were 
mostly south or south-easterly during the 
remainder of the month, with gales again 
affecting exposed western Scottish coasts 
from the 19th. 


Temperature 


Although monthly mean temperatures were about 
1.5 degC below average in a few places in 
south-east England and the Channel Islands, 
‘mean values ranged from O to 1 degC below 
normal almost everywhere else in England 

and Wales. In parts of southern and central 
Scotland mean temperatures were slightly 

below average, but from the Grampians north- 
wards and in Northern Ireland they were 

between 0 and 1 degC above normal. The first 
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week was mild in many districts, some places 
recording their maximum temperature for 
the month during this period: on the 1st the 
temperature rose to 19.9°C at Newton Rigg 
(Cumbria). Many areas then had a cold spell 
from the 10th to the 13th, when Bastreet 
(Cornwall) recorded a minimum temperature 
of -3.9°C. In northern districts the cold 
weather lasted a little longer and at 
Lagganlia (Highland Region) the temperature 
fell to -6.5°C on the 18th. The last week 

was warmer, however, particularly in North 
Wales, northern England and Scotland, and 
many places had their highest temperature 
for the month at this time: on the 27th the 
temperature rose to 22.0°C at Loggerheads 
(Clwyd), and Balmacara (Highland Region) 
recorded 19.4°C on the 28th. Ground frosts 
occurred from time to time during the month, 
most frequently in inland and northern 
districts. 


Rainfall (including melted snow) 


Except in a few places in Northern Ireland 
and Kent, monthly rainfall totals were below 
average in all districts. Northern and 

eastern Scotland, most of England and much 
of Wales had less than half their usual 
October rainfall, whereas a number of places 
in an area extending from central southern 
England, through the south Midlands to East 
Anglia had only about a quarter of their 
average amomnt. Although most districts had 
a dry month, it was changeable until the 18th, 
with scattered thunderstorms. The rest of 

the month was drier, but western and northern 
districts had rain at times. Only a few daily 
rainfall totals exceeded 50 mm, but there 
were some outbreaks of heavy rain; Pickering 
(North Yorkshire) recorded 35 mm during a 
thunderstorm in 1 hour 40 minutes from 
2320 GMT on the 2nd, a fall classified as 
‘noteworthy’. 


Snow 


A marked feature of the month was the absence 
of snowfall, particularly in northern areas. 
There were one or two isolated reports of 

snow or sleet (Snow mixed with rain or 

drizzle) in Scotland and in western districts

around mid month; most places had no snow 
at all, although some was observed on the 
higher slopes of the Scottish mountains. 


Sunshine 


Sunshine was a little below average along 

the coasts of Sussex, Kent and much of 
eastern England, in parts of northern England 
and from Northern Ireland to the east coast 

of Scotland; some places in western Scotland 
had only about 60 per cent of their usual 
sunshine. Elsewhere sunshine was above 
average, reaching about 140 per cent of the 
normal in parts of northern Scotland, Mersey- 
side, North and west Wales and north Devon. 


Fog 


Overnight fog patches occasionally formed 
during the first half of the month, but 

from the 16th onwards fog occurred much more 
frequently, affecting many parts of the 
United Kingdom and sometimes persisting all 
day in places, as in the Forth and Clyde 
valleys on the 17th and 18th. The eastern 
half of England was particularly foggy 
during the second half of the month. On 

the 24th fog covered much of southern Eng- 
land and extended north-eastwards across 
the Midlands to eastern areas, clearing 
very slowly and lasting all day in East 
Anglia. Yorkshire and Humberside had a 
foggy day on the 27th; 19 lorries and 11 
cars were involved in three collisions 

near Huddersfield (West Yorkshire) and 
about 25 people were taken to hospital. 

Fog was also slow to clear in eastern 

areas on the 29th and persisted all day 

in parts of Lincolnshire and Yorkshire. 
Patches of fog on coasts and hills, some- 
times with precipitation, occurred from 
time to time during the month. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


At 1600 GMT on the 15th a funnel cloud 
developed over the sea about three miles 

to the west of Alderney (Channel Islands); 
the phenomenon lasted for about 8 minutes. 
The aurora was observed in Scotland on 6 
nights.
